Agricult urial College, April l l , IJ and 
13tli. 
Carl Neeley and Fred Maples 
took the xvork iii propagationa xvbile 
N 
p. Stephenson took the advanced 
xvork in Pecan breeding, soils and di­ 
seases. 
Pecan case hearer and pecan rosette 
were the discases discussed. For pecan 
cases 
a 
spray 
was 
recommended: 
three pounds id arsenate id lead to od 
gallons 
of 
w ater, 
first 
applied 
on 
about May the first aud repeated ten 
to fourteen days later. Pecan rosette 
is recognized by tin* formation of a 
cluster of new g r o w l Ii atter the limbs 
of a tree, has died. 
T his new grow th 
is found at the point to w hich the 
limb has been killed. 
C ure for thus 
is in experim ental stages, but 
zinc 
sulphate has been used successfully 
in some p l a c e s . 
One pound of zinc 
sulphate was gix-en to N. P. Stephen­ 
son for dem onstration in this section. 
Any one having trouble w ith pecan 
rosette should get in touch with him, 
for this treatm ent. 
New planting plan which increases 
th.' production foal* times for the first 
lo years, doubles tin* production for 
25 ears, 
reduces 
unprofitable years 
preceeding commercial production, aud 
delays 
the 
final 
selection

variety kept for perm anent production. 
This plan consists of planting trees 
seventy feet apart, and then planting

Washington, I). U.—Passage of tin; 
farm relief bill was tin1 high point in 
legislative affairs tin* past week. The 
House adopted 
the measure, 
under 
rules, not permitting amendments, but 
the Senate attached the Simpson plan 
of guaranteeing farmers the cost of 
production as an amendment to tie* 
Administration measure, thereby hand­ 
ing the first defeat the Administration 
has 
sufferel.
